L.A. Brush 
Fires Out 
of Control

LOS ANGELES (AP)—Howl- 


ing winds which whipped three 
brush fires into a destructive 
holocaust subsided today, giv- 
ing firemen hope of getting the 
upper hand over the blazes. 


The winds were 
down to 


around 35 miles an hour early 
today, with a Weather Bureau 
forecast of a further drop. 


Fire officials said that will 


permit use of planes dumping

on the hot spots north of Los 
Angeles. Planes could not be 
used because the wind gusted 
as high as 100 m.h. 


The multimillion-dollar fires 


lashed through expensive sub- 
urban residential areas border- 
ing Glendale, Burbank, Pasa- 
dena and Newhall. 


The fires scorched at least 


10,000 acres in all. 


Fire officials, rechecking the 


damage, said at least 23 homes 
were destroyed, and seven bad- 
ly damaged. 


No deaths were reported. Sev- 


eral firemen were injured fight- 
ing the blaze in the rugged can- 
yons and ridges. 


Thousands of homes were 


evacuated in areas near the two 
major blazes adjoining Burbank 
and Glendale, about 12 miles 
north of downtown Los Angeles. 


Oil fields were endangered by 


the other fire, near Newhall. 


Fire officials pinned hopes for 


stamping out the blazes on be- 
haviour of the hot desert winds 
that have reached gusts up to 
'100 miles an hour since the fire 
started about 5:30 a.m. Mon- 
day. Sparks from power lines 
downed by the howling winds 
were blamed for starting sev- 
eral small fires which quickly 
joined and raced over the brush- 
covered slopes. 


About 800 men and 675 pieces 


of, .fighting 
equipment bat- 


tled the blazes but crews report- 
ed they could do little except 
try to save homes along the 
perimeter. 


Hundreds of dwellings were 


saved as firemen and residents 
stopped the flames pust short of 
their property. 


The flames burned through 


the 
tinder dry country, bil- 


lowing towers of smoke swirl- 
ing southwestward over Los An- 
geles and beach communities. 


The turbulent winds prevent- 


ed use of aircraft often used to 
drop fire-retarding borate solu- 
tion.

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LBJ to Go 
All Out on 
Civil Rights 


By JOHN CHADWICK 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson says he'll do ev- 
erything he can to win passage 
of the civil rights bill and pre- 
dicts the Senate will approve 
it "in due time" in its present 
form. 


The Senate has a duty to pass 


the measure as ajfiroved by the 
House, he told the nation in an 
interview broadcast and tele- 
vised Sunday night. 


"I know of nothing more im- 


portant for this Congress to do" 
than to pass the measure, he 
said. "I fhink that when the 
Senate acts upon the civil rights 
bill, that we will have the best 
civil rights law that has been 
enacted in 100 years, and 
I 


think it will be a substantial and 
effective answer to our racial 
problems. 


With this prodding from the 


White House, the Senate starts 
a second week of debate today 
on a motion to take up the bill. 
Leaders are hopeful of a vote 
within the next few days. 


The key to action is held by 


Southern opponents, who want 
the bill routed to the Judiciary 
Committee for hearings. 


The House plans to take up in 


midweek the first of the annual 
departmental appropriation bills 
—a measure carrying just un- 
der $1 billion for the Inferior 
Department. 
.Also on its agenda is a multi- 
million-dollar bill to authorize 
funds for military construction 
projects in this country and 
abroad.

Cottrell wrote the annual reg- $

Margaret Chase Smith of 


Maine, who finished a distant 
fifth, wondered out loud how 
long Lodge could "remain a 
member of the Johnson admin- 
istration and also remain as 
President Johnson's most likely 
Republican 
opponent for 
the 


presidency." 


Sen. 
Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 


one of Goldwater's campaign 
advisers, said, "Lodge should 
declare 
himself. 
He 
either 


should say he is not a candidate 
or resign his ambassadorship 
and come back and debate the 
issues." 


Sen. 
George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 


a supporter of Mrs. Smith, said 
he figured the New Hampshire 
results place Lodge in a position 
where "he has got to fish or cut 
bait, before very long. A man 
can't support the administration 
and be running against it at the 
same time."

Signs that flash and billboards 
lat lure vacationers to camp- 
ng, fishing and other recreation 
pots are becoming more fre- 
uent in Arkansas. 
They are indicative of the 
rowing tourist industry in the 
tate. 
But the well-worn paths are 
ot the extent of planned fun in 
\rkansas. 


A survey by the University of 
rkansas reveals active opera- 
ion of 12 types of recreational 
nterpriscs on Arkansas farms 
Often little advertised and 
ometimes 
tucked 
away 
in 


ooks of the Ozarks, they offer 
wide range of activity. 
Categorically, the commercial 
acilities most prevalent in Ar- 
ansas are fishing lakes, riding 
tables, float fishing, guide serv- 
ces, private campgrounds, dude 
anches, private hunting areas 
nd reserves, summer camps, 
rout farms and accompanying 
ervices, boat rental and fish 
ait farms. 
The enterprises are concen- 
rated in as few as five and as 
many as 11 counties. Some, as 
caves, are grouped in tight 
areas; others, as riding camps, 
are spread over the state. 


The vacationer, or weekender, 


can hunt wild or pen game, 
ingle for native or pond-raised 
fish. He can rough it at a camp- 
site for as little as 50 cents a 
night or plush it in a cabin for 
542 a week. 


He can float lazily down a 


stream for one or more days 
with guides, tackle, commisary 
Joat and everything but the fish 
furnished. Or he can venture 
after he-man game, the wild 
hog—at $50 a throw. 


The family can find a stocked 


fishing spot for $1 or less a day 
during a short outing or a dude 
ranch with pools, patios and 
pampering. 


In Arkansas most of these fa- 


cilities are not well known out 
side their immediate areas, the 
survey showed, primarily be 
cause they are home-owned am 
operated as an adjunct to farm 
income. 


They don't make a big splasl
